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GIRL SCOUT ANNIVERSARY 
Moil* than 650,000 Girl Scouts and thrir 
leaders in all parts of the United States arc 
celebrating today their organization's thir­ 
tieth birthday. Showing girls how they can 
help their country and I he world is the aim 
of tile movement. 
Girl Scouting is more than an American 
youth program. It is part of the world move­ 
ment founded by the late Lord Ba den-Pow ell. 
Its members are urged to build for a better 
world after the war. 
In India, upper caste and untouchable have 
worked side by side in Girl Scout camps. In 
Poland, Girl Scouts were leaders in social 
work and democratic activities. In China, 
Girl Scouts are the younger section of the 
iKxly of devoted w omen who are working for 
a stronger republic in the face of Japanese 
invasion. In Latin America, Girl Scouting is 
a force for hemisphere friendship. Western 
Hemisphere Encampments, financed by the 
pennies of the Girl Scouts of the United 
States, have strengthened this friendship. 
On the other hand, totalitarian nations 
hate and fear the Scout movement. They 
hurried to stamp it out in their own coun­ 
tries before it grew strong. They try to 
stamp it out wherever they march because 
they know that everything that Scouting 
teaches is the exact reverse of what they 
would have girls believe. 
Girl Scout service activities have covered 
a wide range. They include caring for young 
children in day nurseries or at home; grow­ 
ing, canning, and preserving food; sewing 
and knitting for relief organizations, carry­ 
ing messages for offices of civilian defense 
and welfare groups; 
making surveys of 
emergency hospital space and acting as assis­ 
tants in hospitals; studying first aid; doing 
clerical work, and carrying on training with­ 
in their troops for future citizenship and 
wider res|)onsibilities. 
The organization reports that although tile 
present membership is at an all-time high, 
many girls are still on local waiting lists. 
Responsible women are needed to volunteer 
and lie trained as leaders before troops can 
be formed. 
The Girl Scout organization is worthy of 
our support.

TOO MUCH SWEETNESS 
The sugar crisis seems to Vie calming down, 
and well it may. As a matter of fact, there 
never was much reason for the excitement. 
Reducing our sugar supply is probably good 
for us. For many years most of us in this 
country have been cating too much sugar. 
We ate it in pies and cakes and cookies 
and puddings, in our tea and coffee and cocoa 
and our soda 
fountain drinks, in every 
imaginable form and on every possible occa­ 
sion, until we almost mined our appetites 
for normal and more wholesome foods. We 
damaged our teeth and our tempers from 
such over-indulgence. We ate candy, pre- 
screes and sugar-laden ice cream and so on, 
at a rate never known by any other jx'oplo 
in the world’s history. 
Last year we " ere consuming sugar at the 
rate of % pounds apiece. And what did we 
get for it? Some useful energy for hard 
physical work, but otherwise mostly bad 
teeth, poor a p a tite s for• wholesome and 
necessary foods, digestive troubles and false 
food standards. 
Even now, with our sugar supply cut by 
rationing, we’re getting more than we need. 
People used to get along without any cane 
sugar at all. The Russians managed on two 
pounds a year. Most of us could get along 
if we had to, m erely on the natural sugars 
of fruits, vegetables and milk, as our ances­ 
tors did.

1941, $1.27 in October,
